Summary Court for Small Debts. 

There is nothing of greater advantage ami 
convenience to the inhabitants ofany country 
or any community than a cheap and expe- 
ditious system of administering justice between 
man and man. Most people have a spice or 
litigation in their composition ■ they do not 
like to be imposed on, as they call it, when 
they differ with one another about some trilling 
account, or find that their opponent is disposed 
to shuIHa about paying his lawful debts. Ac- 
cordingly, in nine eases out of ten, they are 
sure to refer tho matter to the proper lorura 
(or adjudication. It has often struck us as u 
rather strange anomaly thai (here should be 
such a distinction made between the mode of 
settling civil and criminal matters. Kvery 
body is aware that if one man knocks another 
down and the latter complains of the assault 
before a magistrate, the mailer will bo de- 
cided immediately and redress given for the 
injury. But let John Thompson become in- 
debted to his neighbor Brown in I he sum of 
ten dollars and dispute the debt or refuse to 
pay it, there is no such remedy as having the 
mutter brought before the mugistruto at once 
for decision. The magistrate has no power lo 
meddle with that class of injuries, although he 
is cpjile as capable of deciding correctly in the 
one as the other. Urown, notwithstanding he 
may be more inconvenienced by the detention 
of his money than if he had suircred from a 
wrong called by a harsher name, must wait a 
mouth, and sometimes over two months, be- 
fore he ecu even have it decided that he is en- 
titled to get his money ; ami then perhaps 
long enough ere it is actually paid oyer to him. 
The consequence is that it is almost impossible 
to get a man to pay up a small account within 
a reasonable time il he is ttnywiso rogueishly 
inclined. But some will say " give no credit " 
— " have your money paid down.'' Any man 
in business can tell how IVequeiiUy it is impos- 
sible to enforce that rule amid our multifarious 
daily transactions. 

Small debts will always be brewing as 
long as any business is done, and wo can 
only meet the evil by having them decided 
according as they aiise, and with as littlo 
expense as possible. Al present, our only 
inferior court of civil jurisdiction is presided 
over by the chief justice, and is held about 
ten tiuies during ihe yoar— there being no 
Hitting during the months of Augtisl and Sep- 
tember. This is certainly liot often enough, 
although we do no', see thai Judge Cameron 
can possibly sit oltoncr, and at the same 
tiino proporly attend lo causes in the superior 
jurisdiction, in equity and criminal matters, 
which must continue to increase in number 
and importance. The Home Government 
evidently never intended, when they con- 
stituted the Supreme Coutl of Civil Justice 
in this Colouy, that the Chief Justice should 
preside over any court of inferior jurisdic- 
tion, for, by tho very words of tho Order in 
Council by which il was called into exist- 
ence, the Supremo Court has ''full power, 
jurisdiction, and'authori,iy, to review tho pro- 
ceedings of all inferior courts uf civ.il justice 
within Her Majesty's sail Colony, and, if 
necessary, may sot aside and correct the 
same." The absurdity of Judge Cameron 
sitting aside one of his own judgments is 
apparent to any one. 

We cannot conceive the necessity ol sub- 
jecting parties who may have suits in the 
inferior court to the expense of employing 
lawyers to manage their business. One 
would think that the "dignity of the profes- 
sion" might find higher gam- lo pursue than 
descending lo higgle about some uf the two- 
penny half-penny allairs that come to trial 
in that court. Although a man may manage 
his own suits in court, yet the presence ol 
counsel upon flie opposito side in efToct 
forces him to employ another lawyer, who 
must have his expenses paid, fur the court 
will allow no other agents than lawyers lj 
practice. This fact ca'jses many men lo 
keep from seeking redress altogether, and 
to let their money go. 

What the colony wants is lo have a juris- 
diction given In mugistiales all over the 
country to enable them to entertain suits for 
the recovery of .-.mull debts. Sailors should 
hare the right to demand a jury if they think 
proper, and also m ease of improper decision 
to appeal to the Chief Justice. Al the same 
time it should be insisted that there should 
be no monopoly allowed lo the gentlemen 
of the gown in the conducting of complaints 
before the Justice, but that suitors might 
employ whom they please. 

If ihis system bo Introduced we shall have 
fewer causes ol complain! of the delay and 
the expense attendant upon ttio collection ol 
small sums. Settlers who have made their 
homes in the interior — along tho coast — or 
up in tho districts now being made up, 
would, upon the appointment of a magistrate 
among them, bo able to have any little dis- 
putes that would arise settled at once with 
little cost. 



and to look not only to the interests of tho 
city, but to those of the neighborhood, and 
the whole Province. However, this city re- 
quires a look-up, no matter how or where it is 
got, and should of course have its supervision. 
How olten has it not been a cause ol regret 
to those living in some cities in new countries, 
that no provision was made in the original 
plan for public squares ? 

What contrast one sees in this respect in 
Iho beauty and salubrity of diflereut places 
on this continent. A tittle more common 
sense and a little less of this blind ulilita 
rianism which so ulteu affects the settlors ol' 
young countries, would have taught them 
lo look a litlle beyond their own day and to 
have reserved a lew green spots in the vil 
lages from the g r usp of bricks and mortar 
Who that has beheld the beautiful squares 
that adorn tho great cities ol Europe like so 
many oases, does not long to >ee so laudable 
an institution perpetuated out here in the 
Queen City of the Pacific. We must have 
one plaza in tho city. Tho health ami con- 
venience ol Ihe inhabitants demand it 
How can we expect to have the place their 
ougttly ventilated without greater open 
spaces ihau our streets Where shall we 
have our assembling ground for procession--, 
for volunteer reviews, etc.? Wo hope the 
(iovernnient will see tho necessity of con- 
veying a sudicienl portion of tho Church 
Iteservo to tho Corporation and insisting 
that it shall be kept for a Public. Square. 
Now is the time lo make such a provision 
while Ihe city is young. Hereafter wo may 
look in vain lor ground enough and as well 
suited as the above property to servo as a 
public promenade. 

As the Incorporation Act has placed so 
many restrictions upon the power of the 
Corporation to raise revenue by taxes, it is 
only just that they should have whatever 
benetit ean be derived from the various 
water fronts and public wharves, together 
with the slips at the botlom of Johnson, 
Vales and View streels, and whatever olhor 
ones ihere may be. With efficient manage- 
ment they could be rendered available as a 
steady source ol income for the city. 

We cannot conceive why the Corporation 
should not have the control of Beacon Hill 
Park. It is at present, we might say, the 
only place of public promenade of our citi- 
zens and visitors, and requires to be kept in 
order and beautified with proper walks, etc., 
so as to render it as attractive as possible. 
As it is the only locality convenient to the 
lown suitable for a Baee Course, the Corpo- 
ration might derive considerable revenue 
Irom temporary licenses for refreshment 
booths, etc 

Under Ihe eliicieut management and con- 
trol of iho City Council, we hope to see the 
properly above alluded to productive of 
rpiile a respectable amount of funds lor the 
municipality.

City Property. 

We are glad lo perceive that the Ciljr 
Council are taking stops to bave the city 
property made over to the Corporation by the 
Government. The sooner that takes place the 
better it will be lor both parties. Tho Gov- 
ernment will be relieved Irom the trouble of 
managing it, ami will also do away with what 
would only be a cause ol' recrimination, while 
the city would be able at once to raise revenue 
and improve the property. 

Among t'.ie land claimed by the Corporation, 
we find a lot on Government .street, on which 
the Messrs. Franklin's auction rooms are situ- 
ated, Laving u frontage ol about ninety feet. 
Thin would make a capital site lor a City 
Hall. From its business location it could 
easily be made available to pay for the erec- 
tion of a public building. It is quite a com- 
mon thing in other cities to have the hall and 
otlices required for corporation purposes in the 
upper stories of the edifice, while the lower 
part is rented for shops, etc. Ho our Corpora- 
tion could pledge the land fur a loan, build u 
City Hall, with'shops, and pay up ihe cost ol 
the building by the income arising from them. 

With reference to tin; claim made by the

White Man liold as priBoner among 
Indians— Nana River Uiggings. etc 

The schooner Nonpavicl, (J.ipt. Stitcher, 
nbout whose Bofply considerable upprqbensiou 
lms beun fell, arrived yesterday c vueiiny; from 
Stickeen Rivo-Miui other points on the north- 
west coast of British Columbia. 

(Jupt. Stitcher reports that fourteen days 
ngo lie visited a tribe ol Indians known as 
Kil-salis, whoso village is situated near that of 
the. liella-Uellas, and about lfit) miles south 
of Fort Simpson. The KLit-sahs canoes stir- 
rounded tlic schooner, and the Indians told 
Satchel- that they held a wounded white man 
as prisoner, whom llicv wanted to get rid of, 
anil would give up to the schooner il they were 
presented with a present of fifty blankets. 
The captain ashed to be"\shown the man. and 
n cunoo in which he was 'lying was brought 
alongside. The man, who was suffering from 
U serious gun-shot wound in the back, and was 
ill a hornless stuto, stated that his name was 
John White, that ho was an Irishman by 
birth, and formerly in the employ or Air. 
Uulkley lute ol Johnson street ; that about 
two months and a half previous, while on his 
way to Stickeen, with several friends, in a 
canoe, he went ashore on an island to procure 
wood and water, when ho was shot by all In- 
dian secreted in ilie bushes, and loll senseless 
to the ground. His companions, unable to 
find him, continued nu I heir way, and he was 
subsequently picked up by the Kitsuhs. The 
man appeared to be hull-starved, and asked 
for lood, which, when given by Capt. Suicher, 
lie seized with both hands and devoured eager- 
ly. He seemed to be in great fear ol the In- 
dians. Capt. S. says that he tried every argu- 
ment to induce the Indians to give him up, 
and finding them unwilling to take less thun 
fifty blankets, threatened Ihcm with the ven- 
geance of Governor Douglas, when they de- 
clared they cured as little lor His Excellency's 
authority as Ihey did for that of the person 
addressing them. Capt. S., fearing lor his 
own safety if he remained overnight, reluct- 
antly sailed away on the same evening, lirst 
advising the Indians to take their captive to 
Fort Simpson, where he assured them that the 
ransom would be paid by the company's ser- 
vants. 

The Chirnsean Chiefs near Fort Simpson 
have attested and hold in custody, awaiting 
the arrival of the war-steamer Devastation, 
the murderers of the two white men on one 
of the islands, about eight weeks ago, before 
noted by us. Tho murderers are four in 
number— three bucks and a squaw, mid the 
Chimseatis appear very anxious that they 
should ho punished. 

The Nonpariel ascended Nass River a 
short distance and met two miners coming 
down stream. They reported gold-prospects 
varying from from S3 to St) per day, and ex- 
hibited a piece of gold weighing two bits. 
They were on their way to Simpson to pur- 
chase "grub,'' and purposed wintering on 
the river. The Indians there are peaceably 
disposed. 

The schooner saw nothing of the Devast- 
ation or any othor vessel.

— Tho screw steamer Tyneiriouth, 
from London, with sixty young Indies aboard, 
should be here in a few days, and bachelors 
both young and old must prepare to give a 
fitting reception. A general holiday should 
be proclaimed ; all the bunting wave from 
flagstaff* ; salutes fired from Beacon Hill; 
clean shirts and suits of good clothes brought 
into requisition, and every preparation made 
to. give this precious "invoice" a warm 
welcome. We are sorry to say that the Tyne- 
rnuuth will stop at San Francisco on her 
way up. The Seaman's Bride, from Au- 
stralia, with about twenty females destined 
for this place, put in at that port for pro- 
visions and water, the other day, and what 
did the young Yankees do? Alas! they 
captured the riH'eetions of the girls and in- 
duced them to remain there, while the vessel 
came on to this port without even a petticoat 
aboard to delight the eyes and cheer the 
palpitating hearts of the Victoiians, who 
were preparing to receive the young ladies 
with open arms. The Immigration Board 
should send an agent to San Francisco to 
prevent " desertions " while the Tynernoulh 
lies at that port. 

Return from Bun: Inlkt, — The steamer 
Otter, Capt. Lewis, returned from Buto In- 
let yesterday. She ai rived at the head of 
the Inlet on Friday last, at o' p. in., in thirty- 
five hours from Victoria, having been de- 
tained for several hours at various points. 
Tho passengers and freight were landed at a 
point about a mile and a-half up the Homa- 
thco River, there not being water enough on 
the bar for the Otter to entor ; but Captain 
Lewis is of opinion that the Enterprise can 
cross the bar and ascend the river for a long 
distance. Mr. vVaddington and party were 
all left in excellent spirits. In coming 
down the Otter experienced one nf the sever- 
est northwesters ever felt in this vicinity, arid 
laid two days at Nariainio taking in coal. 
The Hecate was at Nnnaimo« to leave yes- 
terday for Queen Charlotte's Island and the 
west coast of Vancouver. 

Look Our yon Him. — An old fellow 
known as " Scotty," keeps a house on the 
trail to Cariboo,four miles beyond McLean's, 
arid is the terror of travelers who go that 
way. He drinks hard and when in his cups 
an hallucination seizes upon him that he 
is about to be murdered and robbed, and he 
has been known to rise from his uneasy 
couch in the dead hour of night, cock his 
revolver and awakening his slumbering 
guests drive them out of the house, leaving 
them to shiver the remainder of the night in 
the open air, without blankets or the means 
of ruakkig tt (ire. Several traveleis report 
having been used in this manner by " Scot- 
ty," who is a clover sort of a man when so- 
ber, but n demon when under the influence 
of drink. It is very evident that " Scotty" 
belongs to that numerous class of publicans 
who " can't keep a hotel." 

The Legal Tender Question. — San 
Francisco merchants have adopted as a pre- 
cautionary method against receiving Treasu- 
ury notes as a legal tender, the words "Pay- 
able in gold" printed on their bill-heads. A 
parly recently purchased some goods, and 
when tho bill was sent in he objected to 
receive il unless the condition ' of .pay- 
ment in gold was erased. He was told that 
he was at liberty lo return the goods and 
cancel the obligation, but refused lo do so. 
The query now arises: Can lie by law or 
custom lender hereafter government notes 
(which are at a heavy discount) in payment 
iff tho bill ? Il is believed that he cannot. 
The question will bo tested in tho courts.

Recoiit of the Town Council Comjuvtee 
ox Foori'ATiis. — The ordinance reported by- 
Messrs. Hicks, Lewis, and Slronac'n, Town 
Council Committee on Footpaths, is a much 
more interesting and important document than 
one at lirst glance would suppose; Inasmuch 
us it has for its object tho laying down of side- 
walks in Several portions ol the town sit present 
unprovided therewith — and involving an out 
lay of several thousand dollars, druined di- 
rectly from the pocket j ol the real estate hold- 
ers in front of whose property it is proponed 
the sidewalks shall bo laid. Tho footpaths 
must be of wood, stone llagging, tile, or brick, 
and not less than one-sixth the width ol il o 
street, with nil incline of not more than oiie- 
quartcr of an inch lo the foot from the frontage 
of lots towards, the street, and to be of uniform 
grades. II constructed of wood, the planks 
shall not be less than one and a-half inches in 
thickness, and securely nailed to joists. Three- 
fifths ol the owners of subdivisions of any 
blocks may petition the Council to have the 
walks fronting their property reduced to any 
width not less than six feet. Walks already 
constructed shall be made to conform to this 
ordinance as the Council may direct, and all 
walks shall be kept in good repair by the 
owners of property fronting on the same. 
The fOoijiuliis ure to be constructed .dang 
the [allowing named streets, and on all 
streets within the limits of tho same, com 
mencing at the corner of Fisguard and Store 
streets, up Fisguard to Douglas, along Doug- 
las lo Yates ; Vales lo Blauchurd; Blauohard 
toRae; Rao to Douglas; Douglas to Hum 
boldt; Humboldt to Rupert ; lrom Ihe cor- 
ner ol Douglas ami Humboldt lo Govern- 
ment street; along Government to Fort; 
Fort to Wharf; VViiarf lo Store; Store to 
place id' beginning. Ninety days aie given 
parties in which to comply with Ihe ordin- 
ance, failing which the Council shall advei- 
tise for tenders for the performance of the 
same, and, after Ihe work shall have been 
performed, the delinquent property-holders 
will bo assessed lor the cost ol tho im- 
provinent.

Tho Bute Inlet Expedition. 

[LETTER FROJI QUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

On Board the Steamer Otter, ) 
Head of Bute Inlet, Sept. 0. ) 
Editor Burrisii Colonist : — We left Vic- 
toria at half-past 7, a. m , on the 4th, and 
anchored here at half-past (i, p. M., on the 
alii, making 33 hours; out o( this we weie 
detained two hours by the fog; at the cop- 
per mines, Sansum Narrows, three-quarters 
of an hour; slopping twice in the Inlet lo 
get Indians, three hours; total hours lost, 
5J. Running lime, 39] hours. As Ibis was 
the first time Capt. Lewis bad been live, 
and arriving al the extreme Hood tide, he 
had no means of seeing where the channel 
is over the bar, and he very prudently and 
properly anchored in 17 fathoms of water 
conveniently near to it. The next morning 
betook four Indians in a canoe; [accom- 
panied hjm. and from the soundings he 
made over the bar, he authorizes mo to state 
that there is from 12 lo 15 feet of water in 
Ihe channel at high water. After having 
passed over the bar (about a quarter of a 
mile long) the water deepens. It is, there- 
fore, obvious that steamboats with a modcr- 
ate draught ol water could pass over tho bar 
into the river without any difficulty, but for 
a boat of the draught of the Otter, the chan- 
nel would require to be buoyed. We pro- 
ceeded up the river aboul a mile and arrived 
at the lirst log house, the lower limit, I be- 
lieve, of the town site; from tbeneo we 
walked about a quarter of a mile, passing 
over three small bridges, the trail being 
very level, and arrived at the second log- 
house, the upper limit of the town site. As 
this was only a rcconnoissnnce before break- 
fast, wo did not go any farther, though the 
trail is made some mile or moro beyond. 
After breakfast, the tide being very low, we 
bad an opportunity of seeing where the 
channel runs, and later I accompanied the 
first officer lo make further soundings, 
which corroborated those of the captain. 
The Otter not being bound by contract to go 
over the bar into the river, Ihe cnp.lnin pre- 
ferred remaining at his anchorage and land- 
ing the cargo in boats and canons. Ii would 
have been much more convenient to have 
had the Flying Dutchman, but as wo ran 
diagonally about 75 miles across ihe Gulf of 
Georgia during tho night, we considered the 
feeling of safety we could enjoy in case of a 
blow more than an equivalent for conve- 
nience of loading after apprehension, 1 
have not a word to say against the Dutch- 
man, but she is nob a sea boat and the 
Otter is. 

The navigation from Victoria lo Rule In- 
let, through Sansum Narrows, offers no dan- 
ger nor difficulty whatever. The lirst day 
the weather was tine, but it arris cloudy and 
rained the second day and cleared up Ihis 
morning. I expect the scenery is about Ihe 
lamii in all tho inlets, consisting chiefly of 
towering, picturesque mountains, with a 
putcn of snow or a glacier hero and there to 
make them, if possible, look moie dreary and 
desolate. Capt. Lewis and the otlieers of 
the Otttr w ere,us I always find Ihe Captains 
and the oliicers of the H. B. Co.'s vessels, 
very attentive and obliging, and everybody 
on board seemed highly satisfied — indeed 
the men engaged on the trail seem generally 
of a superior class, and conducted themselves 
most creditably. 

The river has one great advantage over 
many others of its size, il has bul one mouth 
to it, which, of course, makes it deeper than 
it it were divided into numerous branches ; 
although a more rapid river than I expected 
lo find, they paddle up il, ami il does not, at 
all events, begin by presenting obstacles lo 
steamboat navigation. Wo ahull know more 
us we proceed along, mid as there really is el 



high tide abtnulaivt valor on the bar for such 
boats as tho Enterprise anil the Eliza Ander- 
son, we must look veiy carefully toascurlain 
how far they can go up Iho river. Mr. Wad- 
dingtdn feels his health already improved by 
tho Hip and he and all bunds ure in excel- 
lent spirits.

Wonders of the Plains — A New Salt 
Lake and Sea Serpent. 

The Carson City (Ni T.) Jgc of (Jlh August 
says : 

Our fellow townsmen, Dow Huntsman, who 
has been out on the American Desert between 
the Carson and Humboldt rivers, looking up 
cattle, has furnished us with a few items in re- 
gard to a new Suit Lake on the aforesaid 
desert that bids fair to eclipse that one pos- 
sessed by our Mormon brethren farther east. 
On the American Desert, about (10 miles from 
this city, and some four miles from the (.'arson 
River, anil about one mile from the old emi- 
grant road crossing the desert there is a small 
lake of extremely salt water, said to be almost 
il not a third Salter than the water in Ihe fa- 
mous Salt Lake-in Morinondom. Persons who 
have visited both hikes pronounce it so. This 
hike is in a basin of the desert, and the surface 
of it is probably two hundred feet lower than 
Ihe level of the desert. There appears to have 
been natural banks to it higher than the desert, 
and the drifting ol the sand has made them 
still higher. The lake is some three miles iu .cir- 
cumference, and has been sounded to the depth 
of ISOO feet without finding any bottom. Tho 
persons who sounded it had only 1500 feet of 
line, and therefore were unable to go further 
and asccrtuiii its depth. There is no vegeta- 
tion surrounding the lake except u few rustics 
and willows that grow near several springs 
adjacent and Rowing into it. One of these is 
a line spring of sulphur water, and the others 
are said to be cool and excellent fresh water. 
At present there is a road running by the lake, 
and many ol the emigrants slop there to avail 
themselves of the pure fresh water to be ob- 
tained from the springs. If this lake has not 
some subterranean communication with the 
ocean, iherc is u chance for some scientific 
gentleman to display his talents by giving us 
a satisfactory reason why it has a tide that 
ebbs and How.". Wc are positively assured 
that during 21 hours the water in it rises and 
lulls two feet. If what we have heard is cor- 
rect, some ol the enterprising scientific men 
of the Pacific coast had better visit that local- 
ity and give us some reliable information m 
reference to tho lake. 

But the most remarkable: story is yet lobe 
told. They have a sea serpent there which 
is hard to eclipse. A few days ago some 
men encamped on the banks near one of the 
springs had slaughtered a sheep and left il 
lying on the bank. During the lime they 
were ihere tho monster serpent made his 
appearance, attracted, doublless, by the 
dead sheep. Ho did not emerge entirely 
from the water, but came out lo where it was 
very shallow, and was then frightaned offal 
the appearance of the men, who are sup- 
posed to have been as badiy frightened as 
was the snake. They did not see bis full 
length, but assert that ihey saw as much as 
GO feet of him, and believe that he was, from 
appearances, at least 100 feet in length, and 
larger around the body than any medium 
sized man. Tbe Indians in that vicinity 
corroborate the .story of Ihe large serpent 
and asseit that be has frequently frightened 
them away from the lake. The ducks and 
geese visit the lake anil lay their eggs in 
parts of it where they can make nests in the 
rushes. The Indians have been iu the habit 
of building small boats from Ihe tules and 
going iu and getting the eggs. While thus 
engaged they say Ihe serpent has several 
limes made his appearance ami driven them 
off. Ell'orts will be made lo capture the old 
fellow, ami if wo provo successful we shall 
then have an opportunity to give a better 
account of him. 

There is a strong probability of extensive 
coal fislds being discovered in the vicinity 
of the lake. Several small veins have al- 
ready been found. 

Imposture and Credulity Detected. 

A man, named Henry Simmonile, was 
charged, at Sheffield, recently, with obtain- 
ing money under pretence of telling fortunes. 
Fur some time the police have suspected 
that the prisoner was carrying on a system 
of imposition and pretending to " cast nativ- 
ities," and tell fortunes, by which a largo 
number of foolish persons had been victim- 
ised. On Friday week two women were 
sent to the shop by. Ihe police, duly instruct- 
ed in Ihe part they were to play. They 
were introduced to the prisoner, and one of 
them, Mrs. Notion, wished to be informed of 
the whereabouts of her husband. The pris- 
oner, after consulting his books, ascertaining 
the day and hour of the birth of the querist, 
informed her that her husband bad let! town 
with a woman of loose habils, and he added 
that that was not the lirst excursion of ihe 
kind ho had made. He also stated that the 
man would be punished by falling oil a 
building when be returned. The other wo- 
man was told that her husband was carrying 
on an intiigue with a female iu the neighbor- 
hood of his bouse. Tho women were scarcely- 
able to preserve the necessary gravity of de- 
meanor whilst the " professor" was pouring 
forth such a farrago of nonsense, for both ol 
them had left their husbands quietly at 
home, awaiting in groat glee the resiili of the 
expedition. However, Ihey paid iho shilling 
which was demanded from each of them, 
and lefl the place. 

A few hours afterwards, Detective Of- 
ficers Airey and Brayshaw proceeded, arm- 
ed with a warrant, to the studio of the ma- 
gician, and surprised him as he was engaged 
in making out a '• map of birth." The 
otlieers took away a voluminous and neatly- 
kept "diary," in which iho fellow had enter- 
ed the names and addresses of all his clients 
for years past. The book contains the 
names of a large number of "respectable" 
people in Sheffield, mostly females, and 
'others in Manchester, Leeds, Hull, Isle of 
Man, and, in fact, almost every county in 
the United Kingdom has contributed its 
quota of dupes. It is known that at the pre- 
sent time several ruspectablo women in 
Sheffield have been separated from their 
husbands iu consequence of the un- 
faithfulness of the hitler, which have been 
told them by the prisoner, hi the drawers in 
his office wero found large numbers of let- 
ters, asking for information on various mat- 
ters — love, marriage, and prospective laga- 
eies being the theme ol most of the writers. 
Remittances had been enclosed in each, 
atid stamped and directed cnvelopos for re- 
plies ; and the collection of names and ad- 
dresses now in possession of the police is 
both extensive and cuiious, 

When the prisoner was brought befoie Ihe 
Bench, he appeared exceedingly chop fallen, 
and promised not to repeat the ollence. lie 
was sent for a month lo Wakefield, with 
bard labor. — European Timesi

WiiiTKNiMi SuoAit. — The common sugar 
of our tables is made from Ihe juice ol sugar 
cane, whion'grows only in very warm coun- 
tries. This sugar cane resembles the stalks 
of our Indian corn, though iis juice is much 
sweeter In making sugar, the cane is cut 
into short pieces and passed through a mill 
to press out the juice. 'Phis liquid runs ofl 
into a reservoir, from which it i.i dipped into 
boilers and boiled down. This process sends 
oil' tho watery part of I Ho sap in steam, leav- 
ing the sugar behind. When it is boiled 
down lo syrup, this is put into large wooden 
trays, called coolers. Hero it becomes grain 
sugar. 

Rut what a dark, il'uly brown mass it is. 
Can "it be whitened ? Yes ; hud here wo 
will tell how man first learned to do it. A 
lieu, that had walked through a puddle of 
clay and water, went into a sugar house and 
Walked over a pile of brown sugar. Some 
ona noticed that wherever she sleppod the 
sugar was whitened. This man opened bis 
eyes wide, mid by several experiments soon 
discovered the fuel that moist clay would 
whiten sugar. And that man's discovery- 
led lo a systematica use of cart horn jars, with 
the widesl end upward. When the jar is 
nearly full of sugar, clay is put on tho lop 
and kept constantly wet. The water runs 
through the clay and sugar, and finds its 
way out thraigh a small hole at the bottom 
of tiie jar: lu this way tlio whole mass u( 
sugar becomes while. 

Our young readers should welch even 
hen's tracks, and all olhor such things, for 
sharp looking and close thinking often 
amount to something useful. A dull head 
would have shouted '-Shoo! shoo!" lo ihe 
old heri| and scraped oil' her muddy tracks, 
itnu thought no more about it. Not so with 
this wide awake man, as much of a philoso- 
pher in his way as Isaac Newton iu his, 
when he saw thu apple fall. 

Kcni Clergymen in Boston. — The clergy- 
men in Boston arc not all rigid observers of 
Ihe Catholic vow of poverty, judging by tho 
tax roll. The Rev. N. L. Frothinglmm, I>. 
I)., is taxed on $248.000 : Tho Rev. Thomas 
Worcester. I). D.,on $f»7.000 : the Right Rev. 
John H. Fitzpatriek, D. lb. Bishop ol Boston, 
on $!)-J,700 ; the Right Rev. Mimton East- 
burn, D. D , 852.400 ; the Rev. Cylus A. Bar- 
tnl, D. I)., $39,000; the Rev. Thomas li. 
T|ia*yer, $22,200. Several clergymen paytaxt-s 
on Slii.OOO, and hall a dozen on from $10,000 
to $1.1,000 each. And it is believed that these 
persons arc worth more than they ure taxed 
for. 

The Old South Church pavs faxes on a val- 
uation of $299,500. The Brattle street Church. 
Dr. Lothrop'3, is taxed on real estate worth 
$25,000. There are several other churches 
that are taxed lor $10,000 to $12,000 cash, 
such as the Central and Park street Congre- 
gational, the Second Methodist Churches, e tc. 

There are but lew single millionaires lefl, 
and none ure put down at two millions. The 
persons now taxed for about $1,000,000 and 
upwards arc David Sears, John 15. Thayer. 
Moses Williams, etc. There are scores of 
persons worth from $500,000 to $750,000 each. 

Discovery in Locomotion. — A new dis- 
coveiy iu locomotion has been made in 
France, and it is considered to be of so much 
importance that a commission has been ap- 
pointed by Ihe Kmperor to examine and re- 
port upon it. M. Ciraid has constructed the 
model of a railway adapted for runners liko 
those of a sledge. The runners move iu a 
sort of clog; between ibis and the rails wa- 
ter is introduced, and thus almost nil fric- 
tion is avoided. Should this plan prove 
successful on a large scale, much wear and 
tear, not only of Ihe carriages, but of the 
passengers' nerves, will be saved. How 
delightful il will be lo slide smoothly over n 
surface of water, instead of having one's 
bones dislocated by being rattled over un- 
even rails and one's bead stupefied by tho 
perpetual clatter. 

Yorkshire Wit. — A Yorkshire boy Went 
into a public-house where a gentleman was 
eating eggs. The boy looked extremely 
hard at him for some lime, and then said,
